TO FLANK VERDUN} 


The Crown Prince’s Forces 
Work Their Way Through 

Malancourt Wood and Are 
Bombarding Esnes Village 
and Hill 304. 


GERMANS BEING HELD 
TO NEWLY GAINED LINES 


Hard Fighting Continues on 
the Eastern Front With 
the Russians Generally on 
the Offensive—Italian and 
Austrians Also in Battle. 


London, March 21.—In their attempts 
to flank Verdun on the west, the Ger- 
mans, having succeeded in working 
their way through the Malancourt wood 
and the Avocourt wood, have begun a 
heavy bombardment of the village of 
Esnes, about eight miles northwest of 
Verdun, and hill 304, which lies about 
a mile and a half north of Esnes. 

The French, however, are vigorously 
contesting a further advance eastward, 
which not alone would bring the Ger- 
man line nearer the fortress, but, 
spreading fan-like northeastward, 
would put in jeopardy the French in 
the region of Le Mort Homme. 

So great has been the counter offen- 
sive of the French guns that, after de- 
bouching from the woods, the Germans 
were unable to launch an infantry at- 
tack and presumably are being held 
hard to their newly gained lines. 

To the north and east of Verdun the 
cannonading has been only intermit- 
tent. In the.Argonne forest, in Lor- 
raine and in upper Alsace the French 
guns have been active against German

GERMAN LOSS 

ON RUSS FRONT. 

There has been lively fighting be- 
tween: the Russians and the Germans 
west of Jacobstadt, along the Dvina 
river, and in the lake region between 
Dvinsk and Vilna, with the Russians 
generally on the offensive. 

While Berlin reports these attacks as 
having been repulsed with heavy losses, 
the admission is made that a German 
salient near Lake Narocz was with- 
drawn in order to escape the encircling 
fire of the Russians, 

Near Buitzitisczki, midway between 
Dvinsk and Vilna, the Russians have 


captured advanced German trenches, | 


and just south of Dvinsk, in the region 
of Novo Alexandrovsk, have repulsed 
a German counter attack on positions 
taken at Velikoieselo. 

Petrograd says that in the capture 
of the Austrian bridgehead near the 
Village of Mikhaltche, in Galicia, most 
of its defenders were killed in hand- 
to-hand fighting. 

The Russians in the Caycasus have 
thrown their line several miles nearer 
Trebizond, on the Black sea coast, 
after further fighting with the Turks. 
Ispahan, Persia, is reported to have 
been taken by the Russians. 

Heavy fighting continues between 
the Austrians and Italians along the 
greater part of the Austro-Italian line, 
especially on the front from Rovereto 
to the Gorizia heights. No important 
changes in positions have taken Place, 
however. 

A successful night attack by Austro- 
Hungarian aviators: has been carried 
out against the port and barracks of 
Aviona, Albania, according to Vienna. 


ARTILLERY DUELS 
ON VERDUN FRONT. 


Prais, March 21.— A heavy German 
bombardment on the left bank of the 
Meuse is reported in the official com- 
munication issued by the war office to- 
night. This operation was carried out 
against the village of Bsnes and Hill 
304, which lie from one to two mites 
east of the Avocourt-Malanceurt line.

| Paris, Texas, March 21.—Thirty 
blocks in the businéss and residence 
districts of Paris Were destroyed by 
a fire here tonight, with an estimated

000. Starting from causes unknown 
near a cotton compress late this aft - 
ernoon the flames spread rapidly, con- 
suming everything in their path. At 
11:30 o’clock tonight only fifteen out 
of 140 business buildings were stand- 
ing. 
Hundreds Homeless, 

The residence section was ruined and. 
hundreds ere homeless. As far as 
could be learned no lives were lost. } 
The fire was not under control at a 
late hour. 

On the east side of the public square 
the Merrick hotel was gutted by the 
flames. 

Probably, the heaviest loser was 
Crook, Record & Co., a large wholesale 
concern, which lost a four-story brick 
building and stock of an estimated 
value -of. $400,000. 5 

The Gibraltar hotel, a newer struc- 
ture than the ‘Merrick, which cost about 
$300,000, was threatened. 

The Burtentee! Dry Goods company, 
another large. wholesale concern, lost 
its plant and stock, valued at. about 
$200,000. .The Smiley apartments, in 
the residential district, completed last 
fall at a cost of $300,000, were a.total 
loss. 

Flames . Clean en. 

The flames made a clean sweep of 
the southern portion of the city and 
burned a path from 8 to 4 blocks wide; 
extending to the public square, where 
a large open space arrested the course 
of the fire temporarily. 

Palatial residences in the fashionable 
part of the city, smaller houses in the 
factory and mill districts and substan- 
tial brick buildings were razed by the 
fire, which was ‘fanned by a brisk 
south wind. 

This section has been’ without rain 
for over fifty days, and the frame 
buildings were consumed as tinder. The 
Paris fire department, a semi-volun- 
teer organization, with apparatus far 
from being capable to combat such a 
conflagration, was powerless to stop 
the onrushing flames.

QUIET LITTLE MAN 
HAD TALES TO TELL 
WHEN HE STARTED 


A group of newspaper camera men 
were sitting around the office recounting 
harrowing experiences sleuthing for 
pictures of noted or notorious human- 
ity, when they were shortly attracted 
to the presence of a quiet little man 
who had come unannounced into their 
midst. 

When he began reciting experiences 
in the Congo and jungles of Africa, 
where he had stalked with a moving 
picture camera for snapshots of such 
celebrities as the king of animals anc 
the vampires of the forests, the men 
who had confined their picture hunting 
to Peachtree and police headquarters 
gave him the floor. 

He was Dr. John W. Ruskin, a nephew 
of the famous John Ruskin, English art 
critic and literateur, and head of the 
Ruskin wild animal expedition, whicb 
visited practically every country on the 
globe, and whose pictures are to be 
shown this week at the Grand.

Blalock Warns Druggists 
Against the Unlimited Sale 
Of Paregoric; Cites Ruling 


In line with a letter he sent out 
physicians generally 
throughout: Georgia, cautioning them 
against practices which might conflict 
with the Harrison anti-narcotic act, A. 
O. Blalock, collector of internal rev- 
enue for this district, yesterday sent 
to practically every druggist in the 
state a letter informing him of the re- 
cent ruling by the treasury department 
against the unlimited sale of pare- 
goric, 

The strict measures the authorities 
have resorted.to in proscription of the 
sale of paregoric were made necessary, 
it is said, by the growing practice of 
drug addicts buying the preparation 
and drinking it solely for the opiate 
contained therein, and as a means of 
relieving their craving. 

Mr. Blalock's circular in full fol- 
lows: 

Atlanta, Ga., March 22, 1916. 
To the Druggists of Georgia: 

Replying to many inquiries, I beg to ad- 
vise that the ruling sent out from this 
office was based on Section 6 of the Har- 
rison anti-narcotic act. 

‘A druggist occupies the same position in 
regard to the sale of. paregoric and other 
drugs of like character as a physician writ- 
ing prescriptions for a narcotic. The sale 
must be in good faith and in small quan- 
titles, and for medical purposes only. If 
a druggists sells a parcotic habitue pare- 
goric and other drugs of like character to 
satisfy his appetite, and to take the place 
of other, narcotics that are habit-forming, 
such sale would be a gross violation of the 
Harrison anti-narcotic act. 

Druggists should use extreme. care in 
the sale of paregoric and other drugs of 
like character. 

Information has réached this office that 
quite a number of addicts are securing 
paregoric and other drugs of like charac- 
ter, where they have been unable to secure 
a stronger narcotic. To supply one of these 
would be a violation of the law, as above 
stated. A druggist must act in good faith 
and must know at the time of the sale 
that the same is to be used as a medicine, 
and not to satisfy the thirst of the ad- 
dict. 

I am constrained to believe that there 
are but few druggists in the state of Geor- 
gia who will furnish paregoric and other 
drugs of like character t these unfortunate 
people. 

The same rule would obtain as to mer- 
chants when they handle paregoric and oth- 
er similar drugs.

House Makes Rapid Prog- 
ress on Bill Increasing the 


Amendments Adopted. 


rapid progress was made.in the house 
today with the Hay army increase bill, 
it was found impossible to reach a vote 
before adjournment. It may be passed 
tomorrow, “calendar Wednesday,” 
having been set aside to permit its un- 
interrupted ‘consideration. 

In the senate Chairman Chamberlain 
of the military committee now plans to 


expected the house dill to be complet- 
ed today and was waiting for it, but 
concluded tonight that time would be 
saved by attempting to take up the 
senate measure at once. 

Several important amendments were 
made to the Hay bill during the day. 
With one exception, they were approv- 
ed by Chairman Hay of the military 
committee, After defeating a proposal 
by Representative Kahn, ranking min- 
ority member of the committee, to per- 
mit efficient regular soldiers to be dis- 
charged into the reserve in one year on 
recommendation of their commanders 
or in two years on their own motion, 
the house reversed itself and put 
through similar amendment by Repre- 
sentative Gardner, republican of Mas- 
sachusetts, over Representative Hay’s 
opposition. The senate. bill contains 
such a provision. 


Training for Reserve Officers. 

The most important amendment was 
the insertion of the reserve officers 
training scheme 88 by Represen- 
tative Gard, of Ohio, democrat, which 
already has been included in the senate 
bill. It provides that military instruc- 
tors be supplied by the war department 
to any civil educational institution with 
an available student body of 100 or 
more and where a military course sat- 
isfactory to the war department is es- 
tablished. A sufficient number of 
graduates would be designated for six 
months’ additional training with the 
regular army to maintain a corps of 
50,000 reserve officers. The provision 
was approved by the Association of 
Military .Colleges and Schools. 

Another amendment accepted, offered 
by Representative Kahn, would permit 
the president to order out the regular 
army reserve without going to congress 
for authority. he contemplated 
strength of the reserve is 60,000 and as 
the bill now stands the president could 
increase the regular army from its 
peace strength of 140,000 to a strength 
of 235,000 by executive order. if war 
seemed imminent. 


To Provide fer Munitions. 


The last amendment adopted was of- 
fared by Representative Tilson, repub- 
lican, of Connecticut, a member of the 
\sstasiicee. It would authorize the war 
department to have constructed all the 
tools and fixtures necessary to convert 
private munition plants for the manu- 
facture of army rifles, cannon and am- 
munition. The fixtures would be stored 
by the government in peace times, but 
could be fitted to the machines of com- 
mercial plants in a few days, mobiliz- 
ing the whole war machinery industry 
of the country behind the fighting 
lines. Details of the plan will be work- 
ed out in the army appropriatéon bill 
to be considered -later. It has been 
estimated, however, that the fixtures 
alone would cost $15,000,000 or more. 
When adjournment came the house 
had taken up the sections of the bill 
dealing with federalization of the Na-

Berlin, March 21.—(Via- London,)—

“Western theater: West of the Meuse 
Bavarian regiments and battalions of 
Wurttemburg landwehr after careful 


| preparations stormed the entire strong- 


ly fortified French positions in and 
near the forest northeast of Avocourt. 
In addition to considerable sanguinary 
losses the enemy has so far incurred 
losses amounting to 32 officers, includ- 
ing two in command of regiments, and 
more than 2,500 men in unwounded 
priscners and much war material, the 
amount of which has not yet béen as- 
certained, 

“Counter attacks ‘attempted by the 
enemy did not bring him any advan- 
tage, but on the contrary, inflicted*fur- 
ther serious losses upon him. | 

“East of the Meuse the situation 
is unchanged. 

“Eastern theater: The Russians are 

extending their attacks ‘on the utter- 
most northern rie | south of Riga 
and on the Dvina front and west o 
Jacobstadt. They were repelled with 
sanguinary losses. Strong enemy recon- 
noitering detachments advancing 
against the German front northwest 
of Postavy, and between Lakes Narocz 
and Wissniew, delivered especially 
strong and fruitless attacks through- 
out the day and night. The losses of 
the enemy were proportionate to the 
number of troops employed. A far 
protruding narrow salient of our front 
due south of Lake Narocz has been 
withdrawn a few hundred meters to- 
ward the heights of Blisnicki to avoid 
the enemy’s encircling fire. 
“Balkan theater: Apart from unim- 
portant patrol engagements on the lines 
of the Anglo-French front the situa- 
tion is unchanged.” 


AUSTRIANS LOSE 
TO THE RUSSIANS. 


London, March 21.— Austrian forces, 
operating northwest of Uscieczke, on 
the Dneister river, near the Bukowina 
border, were forced by the pressure 
of the Russians to evacuate the bridge- 
head fortifcations and to abandon their 
transports. Under cover of night they 
succeeded in reaching the Austrian ad-

It adds that 
the only means left to the Austrians 
to avoid capture was to break through 
the Russian positions at Uscieczko, and 
this they did with complete success. 
The statement follows: 
„After six months of brave defense 
the bridge fortifications northwest of 
Uscieczko collapsed on Sunday even- 
ing and were evacuated. Although the 
Russians succeeded in the morning in 
causing, by means of explosions, a 
breach 300 meters wide, the garrison, 
which was attacked by force eight- 
fold superior, held out seven hours 
longer, notwithstanding all losses, in 
the face of the most violent artillery 
and infantry fire. It was not until 5 
o'clock in the afternoon that the com- 
nianding officer, Colonel Pflanckh, de- 
termined to evacuate the destroyed for- 
tifications. 
Smaller detachments and the wound- 
ed men reached the south bank of the 
Dneister in boats. Soon, however, it 
was necessary to abandon the trans- 
ports under the concentric fire of the 
enemy. There remained for our brave 
troops, composed of emperor's dra- 
oons and sappers, only one way 
o escape capture. They were under 
the necessity of cutting a way through 
Uscieczko, which was strongly occu- 
pied by the enemy, to our troops en- 
sconced on the heights north of Zale 
Szecyky. 
The march directly across the en- 
emy's position succeeded. Under cover 
of the night Colonel Pflanckh led his 
heroic troops to our advanced posts 
north of Zale Szcyky, where he arrived 
early Monday peg ers 5 
The battles for bridge fortifications 
at Uscieczko will remain for all time a 
glerfous page in the annals of our 


army.

SHIPS--AFTER THE WAR. 
If the United States, through congress, 
does nothing now to relieve the unprece- 


dented congestion in its foreign commerce 
which has come about as the result of the 


war material, what will it or can it do after 
the war is over when the demand becomes 
even larger in the effort to rebuild their 
depleted commerce by the European na- 
tions? 

Because all available vessels belonging 
to the Allied interests have been requisi- 
tioned to supply them with war materials 
and munitions, it has become practically 
impossible to get vessels to transport our 
commerce to neutral countries that want 
and are waiting for American goods. ‘So 
our foreign traffic is piled high in our ports, 
freight yards are filled to overflowing with 
loaded cars, and the railroads, with official 
sanction, have declared an embargo against 
further shipments to the coast. 


is not even a suggestion as to a means of 
temporary relief, although army and navy 
transports are lying idle, eating their heads 
off, when they might better be engaged in 
untying this industrial knot that is about to 
bring distress upon the ultimate producer. 
Following the declaration of peace, 
European nations are going to demand and 
use ‘every available cubic foot of shipping 
space for their own commerce. They must 
re-establish and rebuild it. They are going 
to want and use, if they can get them, even 
more commercial vessels than they are using 
today to keep up the war. 

Discussing this situation, The Washing- 
ton Post well says: 


In the meantime, without waiting for 
the end of the war, the United States 
should increase its shipping. at ie 
threatened with distress on account of 
the withdrawal of, British shipping on 
the South American and other trade 
routes. The control of ships is a pow- 
erful lever in the hands of European 
governments, which they are using now 
for war purposes and will use later in 
the commercial war. If this country 
would preserve and extend its foreign 
trade it must be able to control some 
shipping on its own account. Other- 
wise, it may be compelled to make val- 
uable concessions to foreign govern- 
ments for the sake of obtaining ship- 
ping facilities. 


If we are unable to handle our foreign 

commerce today, for lack of ships, what 
chance are we going to have when the war 
is over, and the world fight is on for com- 
mercial supremacy? That nation which 
controls the most extensive shipping facili- 
ties is going to have the advantage. 
We are doing absolutely nothing now 
either to take care of present conditions, or 
those which are going to confront us when 
the war is over. We -have done some loud 
talking about getting a lot of South Ameri- 
can and Oriental trade as a result of the 
European war, and then retaining it after 
the war is over., But how can we hope 
either to get or to hold this trade, unless we 
are in a position to transport it? 

War conditions have opened our eyes to 
the necessity for military and naval pre- 
paredness. Are we going to wait until we 
are confronted with the most hostile indus- 
trial competition we have ever known be- 
fore we begin to think about commercial 
preparedness? 3 

The American congress jas. a responsi- 
bility on its hands the seriousness of which 
it does not seem to realize. We need ard 
must have ships; the netessity is urgent, 
imperative. 

How long are we going to continue to do 
nothing whatever about it? It remains for 
congress to answer.

ONLY TWO CITIES 
AHEAD OF ATLANTA 
IN NAVAL RECRUITS 


In point of number of recruits enlisted 
for service in the United States navy during 
the week ending March 11, the Atlanta sta- 
tion, with 18. recruits, ranked third among 
all the stations in the United States, accord- 
ing to a report received by Lieutenant Hodg- 
man, in charge of the local station, yesterday, 
from navy headquarters. 

Dallas, Texas, ranked first, with 25 men, 
and San Francisco, Cal., with 24, second. 

On March 17 the navy lacked 199 men of 
being up to its full complement. 

The officer in charge of the eastern re- 
cruiting district has written Lieutenant 
Hodgman to the efféct that the territory of 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama and Tennessee has 
not been thoroughly covered, and authoriza- 
tion is given to open branch recruiting sta-.

and Jacksonville, Fla., Atlanta to be main- 
tained as the main office through which 
these are to be operated. 

Congress has been asked to increase the 
complement of the navy by 18,000 men. Local 
navy men express no doubt but that this re- 
quest will be granted, as was the recent pro- 
posal to raise the complement of the army 
to war footing; and the orders just received 
to crowd on more steam in the matter of

RAOUL S. BONANNO 
DEFENDS HIS TITLE, 
DUKE OF MISILMERI 


After singing at the organ recital concert 

Sunday, Raoul S. Bonanno, the young Italian 
baritone, who is known over America as the 
“Duke of Misilmeri,” left Atlanta Sunday 
greatly offended. As he expressed it, he was 
“shocked beyond words.” He learned while 
here that a newspaper correspondent had 
recently sent out an article to a number of 
southern newspapers attacking his “title” 
and calling him a “fake duke.” 
It all happened in this way: About a 
month ago Signor Bonanno stopped over in 
Atlanta for a day on his way from Chicago 
to Gainesville, Ga. A newspaper reporter in- 
terviewed him on the subject of the war, 
the headline of the article being: “Italian 
Duke Predicts Early Victory for Allies.“ 

Following the interview in the Atlanta 
newspapers, a correspondent who claimed to 
have made an investigation into Italian titles, 
sent out the story through a newspaper cor- 
respondence syndicate that a “fake duke” 
was in Atlanta, saying that while Signor 
Bonanno was an accomplished singer and a 
splendid gentleman, he was no duke. The 
story was not published in Atlanta at all, 
but got into the columns of about half a 
dozen newspapers in other cities. 

Signor Bonanno never heard of the article 
until he came back to Atlanta Sunday to 
sing at the organ concert. A newspaper man 
sought him out and told him of the article 
and the attack on his title. The “duke” was 
very indignant, and declared the article was 
a deliberate falsehood, He said that he would 
write a detailed article, explaining the his- 
tory of his title, as soon as he returns to 
Gainesville, where he is making his tempo- 
rary residence.

GEORGIA’S DEFAMERS ANSWERED” 
BY JUDGE WHO SENTENCED BOY 


Editor Constitution: I have read with a 
great deal of interest your editorial of 
March 20, defending the state of Georgia 
against the assault made by The Cincinnati 
Enquirer and Washington Post, in which they 
condemn the sentences passed by myself, as 
judge of the city court of Floyd county, upon 
certain boys who were convicted in my court 
and sentenced to the state reformatory. 


I indorse your position thoroughly that 
these two papers were only alert to find 
something sensational to criticise Georgia, 
and not for the purpose of advancing any 
idea for the betterment of our boys. Had 
they taken the trouble to make an investiga- 
tion of the facts in the case they could not 
have made such a statement, unless they are 
void of principle and have no regard for the 
truth, 

I wish, inasmuch as you have taken the 
matter in hand, to place you in position of 
the facts in the case. For some time past 
there has been an organized band of small 
boys, ranging in age from 10 to 16 years, 
working systematically, pilfering and bur- 
glarizing stores in this city; among them 
these two, who were convicted, of two or 
three different offenses, of larceny from the 
house and burglary. At the instance of their 
parents, I placed them in charge of the pro- 
bation officer, with the privilege that they 


“might send them to Alabama, to remain with 


their grandmother, thinking, perhaps, ‘that 
by changing associates they might reform. 
They were there only two weeks when they 
committed a like offense, and their grand- 
mother returned them immediately to their 
parents here. They were here only two or 
three weeks when they were again caught 
in the act of larceny from the house and bur- 
glary, to which they pleaded guilty. There- 
upon, after advising with their parents, I 
decided to send them to the state reformatory, 
they concurring in my opinion that that was 
the best disposition to make of the boys, 
admitting that they were incorrigible. 

If the state reformatory is conducted upon 
the plan which the law provides I am sure 
that the proper thing to do was to place 
them there. I have never made an investiga- 
gation as to how the reformatory is con- 
ducted, but the various visiting committees, 
authorized by the state, report that it is con- 
ducted in the manner prescribed by law. 

I give you these facts that you may be 
better able to reply to any assault made in 
future by The Enquirer, Post or.any other 
paper that may see fit to criticise Georgia in 
this matter.

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Time Ripe to Stop Divorce 
Evil; Remedy Is Suggested 


Editor Constitution: I have read with a 
great deal of interest the article in Mdnday's' 
Constitution dealing with the divorce danger, 
and I thoroughly agree with the writer that 
divorces in this state are assuming alarm- 
ing proportions, and that the time is ripe to 
put a stop to the practice. 

There is no doubt about the fact that the 
reason of so many divorces is attributable to 
the laxity of our divoree laws, and the ease 
with which parties secure them, and I believe 
the time has come when we should pass more 
stringent laws governing them, and making 
a divorce harder to obtain. Along this line 
I have a suggestion to submit which I be- 
lieve will have the desired effect and at the 
same time will not deprive those justly en- 
titled to release from securing it. The sug- 
gestion is as follows: That a law be passed 
requiring all parties desirous of releasing 
— matrimonial bonds to file information 
with the grand jury, setting up their com- 


plaints, and producing evidence substantiat- 


ing it by proof. Then in the event that body 
believe there is reasonable grounds, they 
have the solicitor general draw up a bill oe 
divorcement, setting up with particularity the 
charges and commanding the defendant to 
answer to the charge, which, if proven, wilt 
be a misdemeanor, providing of course that 
it be the usual ground, “cruel treatment,” and 


not one of the statutory grounds; or we could 


also add the ground of desertion, which could 
be made a misdemeanor also. I think that 
these two grounds of divorce are responsible 
for the many ‘ills of this practice, ,

Added interest was given yesterday 
to the Levy hearing before Governor 
Harris, when Oswell R. Eve, counsel 
for Major Abram Levy, charged that 
Colonel John G. Butler, of Savannah, 
was the disturbing element in the 
whole matter. Eve asserted that the 
approval of Governor Harris to the 
finding of the retiring board would do 
more to disrupt the state militia than 
anything that has occurred within the 
past twenty-five years. 

The allegations were made during the 
argument as to the right of the Sov- 
ernor to reopen the findings of the 
beard appointed to inquire into the fit- 
ness of Major Levy, commanding the 
Augusta battalion, to continue to hold 
an active commission in the national 
guard of Georgia. 

Frequently Attorney Eve indulged in 
invective and biting sarcasm. He stat- 
ed that the law controlling the action 
of the board was not of a nature fa- 
miliar to nor sympathetic with the soil 
of Georgia, and not in accord with 
the nature of its people. That the ap- 
plication of logic or common sense 
would at once overthrow the theory 
advanced. by counsel for Colonel Butler 
and the whole case fall. He charged 
that Colonel Butler had done more, 
through the present case, to disrupt the 
Augusta battalion than anything else 
in all the military history of the state, 
and that “this entire procedure has 
been pernicious from beginning to 
end.“

GOLE YOUNGER DES 
AS DEVOUT CHRISTIAN 


Famous Outlaw Passes at Age 


of 72—Converted After 
Leaving Prison. 


Lees Summit. Mo., March 21.— Cole 
Younger, famous outlaw of border days, 
but of late years a devout church at- 
tendant and peaceful citizen, died at 
his home here tonight after a lingering 
illness. He was 72 years old and un- 
married. 

Cole Yoynger was one of the last 
of the members of the notorious robber 
bands that infested western Missouri 
during and after the civil war. H 
a member of the Quantrell band of 


guerrillas and with his two brothers 
took part with the “James Boys” in 
bank and train robberies in Missouri 
and neighboring states that netted the 
looters more than a hundred thousand 
dollars. The leading members of these 
bands are dead, some at the hands of 
the law, some by suicide and others 
from natural causes. Younger, after 
a long term in the penitentiary, became 
a law-abiding Missouri citizen. 

Cole was the oldest of the three 
“Younger Boys.“ 

They Jotmed Quantrel} 

The father, Colonel Harry W. Young- 
er, came to Missouri from Kentucky 
before the war. He wasa strong union 
man, though a slaveholder. He settled 
near Lees Summit, 20 miles from Kan- 
sas City, where Cole was born in 1844. 
Colonel Younger was murdered by one 
of the bands of lawless guerrillas that 
infested the Missouri-Kansas border in 
war times. The sons said ther father 
was slain by Kansans for the purpose 
of robbery, They immediately took up 
arms against the AO They joined 
part in the memorable Backing of Law- 
rence, Kansas. 

When the war was over they and the 
Jameses became outlaws. Among the 
notorious robberies of the decade fol- 
lowing the war that were laid at their 
door were: 

The raid on the Liberty, Mo., bank in 
1866. One bank defender shot dead 
and $72,000 stolen. 

The looting of a 3 Ky., 
bank in 1868 for $17, 

The Gallatin, Mo., Sank robbery of 
1868, in which the cashier was shot 
and killed. 

Raids of Lexington and Savannah, 
Mo., banks in 1867. 

Ten thousand dollars stolen from the 
Kansas City Fair association in 1871, 
while 1,600 persons looked on. 

The Corydon, La., bank robbed of 
$40,000 the same year. 

A dozen other sensational robberies 
for which the Younger and James boys 
were blamed were carried out success- 
fully before the three Younger broth- 
ers were’ captured in Minnesota after 
a raid on a bank at Northfield, Minn.; 
in 1876, in the course of which Cashier 
Haywood was killed. 
were shot many times in battles with 
a posse, but finally were taken alive 
after wu battle at Shieldsville, Minn. 


Given Life Sentences. 


Cole and his brothers pleaded guilty 
and were sentenced to prison for life. 
They entered the penitentiary at Still- 
water, Minn., and became model prison- 
ers. Bob died in the penitentiary in 
1889. Cole and James Younger were 
paroled in 1901. The next year, James 
shot himself, leaving a note ascribing 
his action to a refusal of the parole 
board to permit him to marry the girl 
he loved. 

After Cole was paroled he was forced 
by Minnesota law to live in that state 
for three years. Then he returned to 
Missouri and settled down in a vine- 
covered cottage, which he bought for a 
niece in Lees Summit, the scene of his 
boyhood days. Fora ‘time he was con- 
nected with a show and later went on 
the lecture platform and became a good 
citizen, 

In August, 1913, Younger was con- 
verted to religion at a revival meeting 
and became an active church worker. 

“T’ve led an adventurous, turbulent 
life,“ he said. The war brought on 
hate and strife and killing around here. 
I have been blamed for a lot of it with 
which I had nothing to do. They mur- 
dered my father and I was launched 
into a life of shooting and reprisals 
and rough riding, winding up with 25 
years in the penitentiary. I was brought 
up in a Christian home. Now I’m an 


old man and I’ve come by God's mercy 


back to the place of my childhood to 
end my days.”
